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Six arrested in 
murder Inquiry 


POLICE have arrested six 
people in connection with 
the murder of Chittering OAP 
Llywelyn Thomas. 

Four men aged 26, 24, 22 and 
20 and a 16-year-old boy, from 
Ely, were arrested on Tuesday 
morning. 

A 26-year-old woman was also 
arrested on suspicion of conspiracy to 
pervert the course of justice. 

As part of the operation, a dawn 
raid was carried out at the Fen Road 
travellers’ site in Cambridge at 6am

on Tuesday, waking residents. 

Crime scene investigators spent the 
morning at the site sifting through 
evidence and searching caravans. 

One traveller said: “They came 
storming in at about 6am. It was 
scary. There were loads of police and 
they woke everyone up and started 
searching the caravans.”

Officers also searched ditches and 
fields around the travellers’ site. 

The 24-year-old man was arrested 
in Fen Road. The woman and the 26- 
year-old man were arrested in Coles 
Road, Milton. 

The woman and the 26-year-old 
man have been taken to Thorpe Wood 
Police Station, the 24-year-old and the 
teenager will be questioned at March 
Police Station. 

The men aged 22 and 20 were 
produced from prison and will be 
questioned at Thorpe Wood Police 
Station, Peterborough. 

The 16-year-old has been bailed 
until July 17. 

Mr Thomas, 76, was discovered in 
his home in Ely Road, Chittering, on 
the afternoon of December 18. 

It is thought he was killed the 
previous evening during a botched 
burglary. Several items were later 
discovered missing from his home. 

His silver Rover 75 estate, 
registration BJ51 CJV was also taken 
from his home and later found 
dumped in Church Lane, Milton. 

Mr Thomas’s murder was screened 
on BBC programme Crimewatch 
earlier this month - which is believed 
to have triggered the arrests. 

The four men and the woman were 
still being questioned by police when 
the Weekly News went to press 
yesterday.

County bosses call 
for end to store bid 
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COUNTY council chiefs 
say plans to build a new 
supermarket in Soham 
“conflict” with the town’s 
masterplan and are calling 
for the scheme to be 
scrapped. 

Cambridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil has become embroiled in the 
debate over plans to build a new 
supermarket, petrol station and 
pub/restaurant on land off The 
Shade. 

In a letter to East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council, the 
county council’s agents, Capita 
Symonds, say the proposed 
41,000sq ft of new facilities is 
more than what is required in 
Soham and that it could cause 
“significant adverse impact” on 
the town centre. 

The plans, submitted by

Harrier Developments Ltd, have 
sparked a mixed reaction from 
locals, with some backing the 
scheme and others opposing 
them. 

Writing to the district council, 
the county council said: “The 
proposed development clearly 
conflicts with the adopted core 
strategy, which seeks only 550sq 
m of additional convenience 
floor space, in or adjacent to the 
eastern boundary of the town 
centre. 

“The proposed development 
includes nearly seven times this 
quantum of floor space, nowhere 
near the town centre or its 
eastern boundary.” 

The council adds that it wants 


the plans rejected because the 
“scale of the proposed 
development” has “potential to 
cause a significant adverse 
impact on the vitality and 
viability of the town centre” - 
something which residents too 
have voiced concern about. 

The letter adds that the Soham 
Masterplan Vision said new 
facilities in the town should be “a 
small local convenience store as 
opposed to a supermarket”. 

The plans are currently being 
consulted on by the district 
council, whose planning 
committee will have the final say. 

If approved, the supermarket 
alone is expected to provide 
about 200 new jobs for local 
people.

FIREFIGHTERS are 
urging people to think 
carefully about where 
they park their cars.

Speaking on the 
community website, 
ShapeYourPlace, a 
spokesman for Ely Fire 
Station said: “We find 
that some of the roads 
we pass down are 
narrow at the best of 
times without the 


addition of poorly 
parked vehicles. 

“These vehicles may 
be making deliveries, 
parked due to lack of 
town parking, lack of 
parking in residential 
areas and school start or 
finish times. 


“This can make a 
delay in us getting to an 
incident where mem¬ 
bers of the community 
need our help. This 
could be you. 

“Please keep this in 
mind when parking 
anywhere day or night.” 
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New mayor found guilty of conduct code breach 


THE Mayor of Ely has spoken of 
feeling “upset” after he was 
found guilty of breaching 
council conduct rules. 

District and city councillor 
Will Burton was the subject of 
an East Cambridgeshire District 
Council standards hearing last 
Wednesday 

Cllr Burton, who was 
appointed Ely mayor earlier 
this month, was accused by a 
neighbour, Gaynor Griffiths, a 
former city and county 
councillor in Cambridge, of 



breaching the City of Ely 
Council's code of conduct by 
failing to declare a personal and 
prejudicial interest in a local 
issue. 


The issue related to a CCTV 
camera and column located 
outside Mrs Griffiths’s home in 
Forehill, Ely - the area where 
Cllr Burton also lives. 

Mrs Griffiths says she and her 
husband, David, have been 
calling for the camera and its 
column to be moved for around 
three years, insisting it is too 
close to their Grade II listed 
cottage. 

The couple say every time it 
rains, water would also gather 
around the base of the column 


and then leak into their 
property, causing “extensive 
damage”. 

It was at a city council CCTV 
committee meeting on January 
29, that committee chairman, 
Cllr Burton, and his members 
were urged to agree to move the 
camera and the column by both 
district and county council 
officers. 

However, Cllr Burton failed to 
declare a personal interest in 
the issue and then refused for it 
to be relocated. 


Mrs Griffiths then reported 
Cllr Burton to the district 
council’s standards committee. 

At the hearing last 
Wednesday, members found 
Cllr Burton guilty of breaching 
the rules and ordered him to 
undergo training with the 
district council’s monitoring 
officers. 

Cllr Burton said he felt 
“upset” by the committee’s 
decision. 

He said: “I feel I’ve been 
penalised for simply doing my 


job. Just because somebody 
didn’t get their own way, they 
made a vexatious complaint 
about me, which has been a 
complete waste of public 
money. 

“I might have been found 
guilty but I am adamant I didn’t 
overstep the mark.” 

Mrs Griffiths said she was 
“pleased” with the outcome of 
the hearing but added the issue 
had been so stressful that she 
and her husband were now 
moving home.

CONSERVATIVES at East 
Cambs District Council 
now hold the chair¬ 
manship and vice¬ 
chairmanship of every 
committee - sparking 
fury from opposition 
councillors. 

Liberal Democrats are in 
uproar and insist the Tories are 
“closing the doors on local 
democracy”. 

At the council’s annual 
meeting earlier this month, 
Tory members were made 
chairman and vice-chairman of 
each of the authority’s com¬ 
mittees. 

Lib Dems even claim they 
were “blackmailed” into not 
putting opposition members 
forward for the positions. 

They say that they proposed 
their party’s Cllr Hazel Williams, 
who represents Burwell ward, 
to be chairman of the council’s 
scrutiny committee at the 
meeting as she had been vice- 
chairman for the previous year. 

But they allege the Tories 
demanded that their nom¬ 
ination be withdrawn - and 
that they threatened that if a 
Conservative councillor was 


not elected, unopposed, as 
chairman, they would insist on 
a Conservative vice-chairman 
also. 

The Tories then appointed a 
chairman and a vice-chairman 
from their own party, meaning 
they now hold the 
chairmanship and vice¬ 
chairmanship of every council 
committee. 

The revelations come just 
weeks after council leader Peter 
Moakes and his deputy, James 
Palmer, banned three coun¬ 
cillors from sitting on any of 
their committees after they 
spoke out against Ely’s parking 
charges. 

Cllr Moakes was unavailable 
to speak to the Weekly News but 
Cllr Palmer said it is “nonsense” 
to say that the Lib Dems have 
been blackmailed. 

But Cllr Hazel Williams insists 
they were. 

She said: “By removing the 
opposition vice-chairmanship, 
the Conservatives are closing 
the doors on local democracy 
and reducing opportunities for 
opposition councillors to 
challenge what they are doing. 

“Scrutiny is an important 
process in which council 


decisions can be reviewed and 
openly considered. At most 
councils the chair of the 
scrutiny committee is a 
member of an opposition party. 

“This makes for better 
decision-making as it avoids 
the majority group scrutinising 
its own decisions.” 

Cllr Palmer insists the Lib 
Dems were offered the role of 
vice-chairman of the scrutiny 
committee but that members 
refused. 

He said: “It is absolute 
nonsense to suggest for one 
second that the Lib Dems have 
been blackmailed. They were 
offered the role of vice- 
chairman of the scrutiny 
committee but this was 
declined. 

However Lib Dem leader, Cllr 
Gareth Wilson, said: “For East 
Cambridgeshire’s Conservative 
leadership, political 

manoeuvring like this is 
becoming a regular event - just 
as Conservative councillors 
who stood up for their residents 
and spoke out against car 
parking charges have been 
stripped of their respons¬ 
ibilities.

PLANS to leave Soham 
with just one fire engine 
have been approved by 
Cambridgeshire’s fire 
authority. 

However, the engine will 
only be removed if Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Fire and Rescue 
Service discover in December 
that it needs to make more 
than £4.3m in savings. 

The service has drawn up a 
program of proposed cost¬ 
cutting measures, which 
include removing the second 
fire engine from Soham. 

Worried residents insist 
lives will be put at risk. But 
the cuts will only be 
implemented if the service is 
forced to make the savings. 

The fire authority approved 
the proposed savings last 
Thursday. 

Chris Strickland, the 
service’s deputy chief fire 
officer, said: “The fire service 
still does not know how much 
money it will have to save in 
2013/14 and 2014/15 and will 
only find out this figure once 
the fire service revised 
funding formula is published 
less than four months in 
advance.

“This means that the 
service must plan now for the 
‘worst- case scenario’ and be 
ready to implement this 
quickly if needed to make 
sure it can make the savings 
in time. 

“Thanks to the fire 
authority’s decisions, the 
service will be able to do this." 

Other potential cuts include 
the loss of second engines at 
St Ives and Ramsey, amal¬ 
gamating Swaffham and 
Burwell fire stations and the 
closure of Manea station. 

Mr Strickland said: “The key 
thing to stress is that the 
recommendations that mem¬ 
bers of our fire authority have 
approved will only be 
implemented if we are forced 
to make savings of over 
£4.3m. 

He added: “It is also crucial 
to say that these are not cuts 
that we want to make, but it is 
right that we have planned for 
them and it is right that we 
make everyone in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire aware of these 
plans.”

Mums unite 
In appeal for 
road safety 


WORRIED parents fear a child 
will be hurt unless traffic-calming 
is introduced on a road in Ely. 

Mums in the Stour Green, Chelmer Way, 
Wissey Way, Welland Place and Cam Drive 
area are also calling for speed limit signs, 
as well as signs alerting drivers that 
children are in the area. 

Residents say motorists are speeding 
along Cam Drive and that the road is 
“desperate” for traffic-calming measures 
such as sleeping policemen. 

The streets running through neigh¬ 
bourhoods off Cam Drive, such as Stour 
Green and Wissey Way, are also becoming 
dangerous for families, mums insist. 

Mum-of-two Chloe Winters, of Wissey 
Way, said: “Because all of this area is a 
relatively new development, there are lots 
of families with children. 

“With primary schools and nurseries 
close by, the majority of mums, like me, 
walk there with their children but it is 
getting increasingly dangerous. Cam 
Drive is like a racetrack sometimes. 
Drivers use it as a rat run to get from the 
A10 into town and travel at excessive 
speed. 

“Yes, there are roundabouts but we 
need traffic calming measures, such as 
sleeping policemen or ramps, which force 
motorists to slow down. 

“Drivers need to realise that if there are 
children around, they need to keep their 
foot off the pedal.”

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Josie Green, of Stour Green, is also 
concerned and is calling for signs to be 
put up alerting motorists about children 
playing and the speed limit. 

Speaking on the community website 
ShapeYourPlace, she said: “I live on the 
green. There are lots of mums and 
toddlers and children playing on the 
green and a big primary school. 

“Most of the roads round there are 
winding and very narrow. Some drivers 
are driving very fast and it concerns me 
that children could be hurt. 

“Also, Cam Drive being such a wide 
road and being a route from A10 into 
town, cars really do speed along there.” 

In recent months, mums in the High 
Barns, Downham Road and St lohns Road 
area have also called for traffic-calming 
measures to be installed, insisting 
children’s lives are being put at risk. 

A spokesman for Cambridgeshire 
County Council said: “The safety of 
children is a top priority for the council. 

“The roads around the estate were 
designed from the beginning to slow 
traffic and the police have indicated they 
will take extra action in the area. 

“We are in talks with a member of Ely 
City Council to look at ways of funding 
extra signs if the local community wants 
them.”

A CARE home which failed to look after 
elderly residents properly is holding a 
Jubilee-themed open day on Sunday. 

Staff at Littleport Grange nursing and 
residential home, in Littleport, hope the 
event will show visitors “just how much 
work is being done” to improve the 
home. 

Earlier this year, health and social 
care watchdog, the Care Quality 
Commission, announced the home had 
failed to improve its level of care, 
despite being issued with a formal 
warning. 

As a result, Cambridgeshire County 
Council withdrew its funding and the 
majority of the home’s 36 residents were 
moved out. 

However, Dove Care Group, which 
owns the home, has appointed a new 
manager and has drawn up an “entire 
refurbishment plan” for the home. 

The open day on Sunday will include 
a tea party and an open-air service on 
the bandstand. 

Kathryn McGurk, the home’s new 
manager, said: “We’re really keen to 
show the public just how much work is 
being done to the home to make sure 
our residents are happy, and to show 
the community that Littleport Grange is 
very much open for business. 

“The Diamond Jubilee is the perfect 
occasion for us to celebrate with the 
community and I hope that as many 
people as possible will come along and 
join us for the day. 

“We have developed an entire 
refurbishment plan for Littleport 
Grange.

“I’ve heard of horses being 
bought and sold in pubs and we’ve 
come across a case of someone 
keeping a horse on a tower block 
balcony and feeding it on kitchen 
scraps. 

“We have a never-ending tide of 
young horses coming into our 
centres. Fostering our youngsters 
is a way that horse lovers can help 
us with this problem.” 

She added: “Just like teenagers, 
these young horses need 
experience of life, a day-to-day 
routine and a guiding hand. Being 
a fosterer is a really rewarding 
experience. You can see these 
youngsters’ personalities change 
and develop as they grow.”

Disabled biker wins ally 
in compensation quest

A MAJOR motorcycling 
organisation is de¬ 
manding justice for a 
rider who suffered life¬ 
changing injuries in a 
crash. 

Robert Whiteford, from 
Soham, hit the headlines 
earlier this month after 
London’s Court of Appeal 
overturned a judgment made 
in his favour and he was told 
he would not receive a penny 
in compensation. 

Mr Whiteford, 33, had his 
right leg amputated above the 
knee following the crash near 
Ely in April 2009, and won his 
case against Lithuanian 
transport company, Kubas 
Uab, after a judge at Cam¬ 
bridge County Court ruled the 
HGV driver was over the 
middle white lines just before 
the collision. 

But the appeal judges ruled 
that a finding of negligence 
would have imposed an 
“unacceptably high standard” 
on the lorry driver after 
hearing the correct line for a 
motorcycle taking the corner 
would have been in the middle

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of the lane - not to the right 
where Mr Whiteford was. 

Mr Whiteford, who lives 
with his partner of 15 years, 
Karen Lofts, in Guntons Close, 
told the Weekly News how he 
felt “numb” about the 
decision. 

He told how his injuries had 
prevented him from working, 
and that he and his partner 
now faced losing their home as 
a result of the judges’ decision. 

Now the British Motor¬ 
cyclists Federation (BMF) has 
got involved with the case and 
has written to Justice Minister 
Ken Clarke demanding justice. 

Jeff Stone, a spokesman for 
the organisation, said the 
decision beggars belief. 

He said: “There are far too 
many of these instances where 
justice for the motorcyclist is 
hard to come by. 

“It’s a sort of bike-ism where 
it seems merely riding a 
motorcycle is taken as a 
contributory factor. 

“This case especially really 


does beggar belief.” 

A statement on the 
organisation’s website added: 
“In the letter to Mr Clarke, the 
BMF complains that the 
appeal judges in the case had 
decided bizarrely that the 
lower court was in error 
because it was ‘an 
unacceptably high standard’ 
for the driver to stay on his 
own side of the road. 

“In light of the judgment, 
the BMF has asked Mr Clarke 
how it can be possibly be right 
that a driver licensed to drive 
the largest and the most 
dangerous vehicles on the 
road is not expected to stay on 
his own side of the road?” 

Mr Whiteford says he hopes 
to find work soon and that his 
partner is working full-time, as 
well as caring for him, to try to 
make ends meet. 

He said: “This accident 
completely changed my life 
and my family’s lives. My life 
will never be the same again. 

“We now risk losing our 
home. I’ve worked my whole 
life and now we risk losing 
everything. Where is the 
justice here?”

A GUTSY woman who was crowned one of 
the youngest fully-qualified female 
truckers in the UK has gone on to win 
another prestigious award.

Nurse fined for road crash 


A MOTORCYCLIST suff¬ 
ered facial injuries and 
broken ribs after a nurse 
crashed into him. 

Belinda Newell, a neonatal 
nurse at Addenbrooke’s Hospital, 
was pulling out of the junction 
where the A142 Ely Road meets 
Barway Road when she crashed 
into motorcyclist Kanagelingan 
Rajeswaran. 

Newell, 52, denied driving 
without due care and attention 
but was found guilty by 
Cambridge magistrates last 
Thursday. 

The court heard that Newell, of

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North View, Barway, was driving 
herself and her partner, Ian 
Capon, in their Ford Focus to 
view a new motorbike for 
themselves when the crash 
happened. 

Marti Blair, prosecuting, said 
Mr Rajeswaran, a petrol station 
manager, suffered “substantial” 
facial injuries which required 
extensive surgery. 

He also suffered five broken 
ribs, internal bleeding and was 
hospitalised for 10 days following 


the crash, which occurred on July 
30 last year. 

Mrs Blair said Mr Rajeswaran 
was riding his Honda CB500 
motorcycle along the A142 
towards Ely. He had overtaken a 
couple of vehicles but was on the 
correct side of the road as he 
approached the junction. 

Mrs Blair added that when 
Newell turned right out of the 
junction she failed to see the 
motorcycle and drove into his 
path. 

The defence argument was 
that Mr Rajeswaran overtook a 
car just as Newell pulled out of 


the junction, meaning he was not 
there to be seen when she turned 
right. 

Charles Snelling, mitigating, 
also said the motorcyclist was 
speeding and that he was not on 
his side of the road as he 
approached the junction. 

Newell told the court: “We are 
all motorcyclists in our house 
and are experienced riders. As I 
turned out the junction all I 
could see was three cars which 
were a considerable distance 
away. 

“Then, out of nowhere, I saw 
the motorbike. The next thing I 


knew, there was a massive 
explosion and the motorcyclist 
had crashed into my door.” 

But road collisions investigator 
Pc Francis Crawford told the 
court that Mr Rajeswaran was on 
the correct side of the road and 
that he could not have been 
travelling more than 47mph. 

Magistrates heard how Mr 
Capon also suffered injuries in 
the collision. 

Newell’s licence was endorsed 
with five penalty points. She was 
also fined £400, ordered to pay 
£500 court costs and a £15 victim 
surcharge.

“making things 
worse”. 

The dispenser, 
which is located on 
the right-hand side 
as people walk into 
the post office, 
enables customers 
to buy stamps 
without having to 
queue for a cashier. 
But the facility has 
been out of order 
for months, 
residents say. 

Janice Wells, from 
Prickwillow, said: 
“The queues in the 
post office are 
ridiculously long 
every time I go in 
there. 

“The issue with 
queuing has been 
in the Weekly News 
before but the fact 
the stamp 
dispenser there is 
broken is making 
things worse. 

“If I wanted to buy 
stamps I used to 
use the dispenser 
as it was quick and 
efficient. Now I, 
and anyone else 
who wants to 
simply buy some 
stamps, has to 
queue for an age to 
get them. 

“It needs sorting 
out.” 

Alice Waldock, from 
Ely, said: “It’s just so 
frustrating as I’d 
usually go straight 
to it, pop my 
money in and then 
just collect my 
stamps. 

“Now I have to 
queue to get them 
and the queues are 
always so long. In 
fact, they’re often 
out the door. 

“I’m not blaming 
the staff there as 
they do a 

marvellous job. It’s 
the people in 
charge who need to 
get this sorted.”

Street cleaning 
‘has declined’ 


WASTE contractor Veolia has 
been forced to recruit extra staff 
in a bid to tackle the ever- 
worsening litter problem. 

East Cambs District Council has 
admitted that “street cleansing standards 
have declined” and that it has called on 
its waste contractor to make urgent 
improvements. 

Speaking on the community website 
ShapeYourPlace, Dave White, the 
council’s waste strategy team leader, 
admitted: “It is accepted that street 
cleansing standards in many areas of the 
district have declined, particularly in 
recent months. 

“Discussions with the council’s 
contractor Veolia have resulted in the 
recruitment of additional staff and 
undertakings to make improvements.” 

The Weekly News has been bombarded 
with complaints from residents in recent 
months, with people insisting more 
needs to be done to keep streets and 
neighbourhoods in the district litter-free. 

Shannon Davies, of Kings Avenue, Ely, 
said: “Litter has become a major issue. 
Everywhere you go, there seems to be 
litter and rubbish piled up, whether it’s at 
parks or along footpaths. 

“It’s making the area look so shabby 
and uncared-for. 


“I know the council is under a lot of 
pressure but this is giving our area a bad 
image. They need to sort it out.” 

lake Davison, from Soham, added: 
“Everywhere I go in Soham there seems 
to be litter piled up. Bins are overflowing, 
streets are full of it and it’s so unpleasant. 

“Why is litter not being collected 
properly?” 

The district council has applied for a 
£5m government grant to introduce a 
fortnightly wheelie bin recycling 
collection, which bosses insist will boost 
recycling rates to the 50 per cent needed 
to avoid EU sanctions. The recycling rate 
is currently 37 per cent - the lowest in the 
region. 

Speaking about appointing the extra 
Veolia staff, Mr White said: “Progress is 
already visible, but it will take time for 
this to be seen across the whole area.” 

He added: “It is accepted that the 
council’s waste collection services are in 
need of improvement but financial 
constraints and the fact that the council’s 
current waste contract does not end until 
2015 make this difficult at this time. 

“If successful the funding bid will allow 
earlier improvements to recycling and 
compostable services and make it more 
likely that improvements to refuse 
services can be brought forward.”

A DISABLED man needs to raise 
almost £16,500 to buy a machine 
to help improve his quality of life. 

Adam King, 38, was born with athetoid 
cerebral palsy, a condition which prevents 
him from speaking, unable to control his 
body and confines him to an electric 
wheelchair. 

But Mr King, who lives in Limes Close, 
Littleport, says his mind is still very much 
active and he is determined to raise 
money to buy a machine which he says 
will transform his life for the better. 

The machine, aTobii Cl5, would enable 
him to communicate via text or symbols 
which generate speech. 

Having the machine means Mr King, 
who has carers 24 hours a day, would be 
able to effortlessly connect with friends 
and family through e-mail, text messaging 
and chat, as well as surf the web and 
access regular computer applications. 

To start his fundraising campaign, 
determined Mr King has decided to 
complete his very own half-marathon. 

Speaking to the Weekly News via email, 
he said: “I was thinking of something that 
I could do for myself to raise money for 
this computer system. 

“We were watching the London 
Marathon on television and I thought that 
is something I actually could do. I am 
unable to speak and I have no control of 
my body but I am a very intelligent person 
- it’s just my body doesn’t do what I want 
it to do. 

“This computer system would 
completely transform my life." 

Mr King plans to start his half¬ 
marathon in Limes Close on June 6. 

He will travel a certain route in his 
wheelchair five times per day for five days 
before ending at a community fun day at 
Littleport Leisure Centre on June 10. 

Mr King is urging people to sponsor 
him and is appealing for anyone who can 
help him reach his target.

RESIDENTS are being 
warned about possible 
fake emails sent out by 
fraudsters. 

HM Revenue & 
Customs (HMRC) is

Plant lavender - you 
know it makes scents 


F OR centuries, 

lavender has been 
used for domestic 
purposes in soaps, teas, 
herbal remedies, bath 
water and even in cooking. 

But nowhere is it more at 
home than in the garden, to be 
admired as a low-growing 
hedge, fringing a herb garden or 
simply standing alone in pots in 
a contemporary setting. 

Lavender hedges used to 
serve as a form of clothes line, 
as newly washed items were 
placed over the bushes to dry, 
becoming impregnated with the 
scent of lavender oil in the 
process. 

And while the trademark 
colour of lavender is blue, it 
actually comes in many 
different hues, from deep purple 
to white, creating a mood of 
subtle sophistication while 
adding architecture and intense 
fragrance to a garden. 

A native of the 

Mediterranean, the wonderful 
thing about lavender is that it 
will cope with exposed, sunny 
open positions and the 
healthiest plants are often those 
found growing in the most 
inhospitable position. 


OAROINING*

It’s happy in not particularly 
fertile soil and will withstand a 
lot of neglect. 

Lavender makes a cheaper 
and some would say prettier 
alternative to box hedging in a 
sunny spot in well-drained soil. 
Don’t allow it to sit in water in 
the shade for any length of time 
or it will sulk. 

It looks great as a low- 
growing hedge fringing front 
garden paths or steps, as visitors 
brushing against its aromatic 
foliage help to release its 
fragrance. 

It will even do well in a 
window box, attracting 
honeybees seeking out the 
nectar and pollen. 

In garden centres you’re 
likely to come across L. 
angustifolia, otherwise known 
as common or English lavender, 
which grows to around 90cm 


(3ft), bearing mauve flower 
spikes. 

Other common varieties 
include ‘Hidcote’, which has 
dark purple flowers and narrow 
green leaves, and ‘Munstead’, a 
paler blue type which is great 
for planting en masse to 
produce low screening. 

There are many other taller 
versions which produce 
stunning displays and are a 
magnet for beneficial insects. 
The silvery foliage also 
provides much-needed winter 
colour. 

If you have raised areas, as I 
do, it may be worth opting for a 
smaller variety such as 
Lavandula ‘Little Lady’ (height 
and spread 30cm), which 
produces masses of sky blue 
flowers all summer. 

Other varieties are more 
tender, such as L pinnata, also 
known as fern leaf lavender, 
which produces strong blue 
flowers with a hint of purple 
and can be treated as a bedding 
plant, planted in the border in 
late spring, which it quickly 
fills out to form a small foliage 
plant. It flowers from early 
summer until autumn and can 
be discarded once the frost kills 
it. 


Of course, no lavender 
aficionado could be without 
French lavender, L. stoechas, 
with its light purple bracts on 
the tips of the flower spikes, 
which comes into its own 
slightly earlier than common 
lavender and looks brilliant in 
terracotta pots. 

This type, however, will need 
shelter in a cold winter, either 
under a porch or in a cool, light 
room. 

As well as needing sunshine, 
lavender needs good drainage 
and alkaline soil, so add some 
lime if your soil is acid, to raise 
the pH. Mulching around the 
the root system will help 
maintain moisture levels in the 
soil. 

To keep lavender looking 
good it needs pruning 
immediately after flowering or 
in early or mid-spring. Use 
garden shears to trim back the 
old flowered shoots but do not 
cut into old wood as it will not 
produce new shoots. 

If you don’t prune every 
year, the plant will become 
woody and unsightly and you'll 
need to replace it sooner rather 
than later.

One in three planning 
to drive to Olympics 


AS many as a third of drivers 
intend to use their cars for part of 
their journey to an Olympic event 
this summer, according to an 
AA/Populus survey. 

But motorists are realistic about 
transport usage during the Games, 
with only 4 per cent expecting to 
find parking at their venue, the poll 
of 20,161 AA members found. 
While 34 per cent of those AA 
members with tickets to the 
Olympics plan to go by car for 
some of the way, 30 per cent are 
still undecided on their travel 
plans. 

The survey showed that 41 per 
cent of AA members were looking 
forward to the Games, despite 55 
per cent expecting difficult traffic 
around London. 

While last December a third of 
Londoners told a YouGov survey 
they were going to escape the 
Games, the AA/Populus survey 
showed that only 12 per cent will 
leave the capital for at least some 
of the event. 

Perhaps predictably, London AA 


members were most likely to be 
attending an event (16 per cent), 
with South East England and East 
Anglia (both 10 per cent) taking 
advantage of their closeness to 
the capital. 

Motorists from the West Midlands 
will be well represented at events 
with 

9 per cent going, compared to 7 
per cent of East Midlanders. 

Only 3 per cent in both Scotland 
and Northern Ireland said they 
were going to make the trip. 

AA president Edmund King said: 
“Most drivers seem realistic that 
they will not be able to drive and 
park at most Olympic venues. The 
third of people without travel plans 
need to start thinking how they will 
get to the games.” 

The Games’ director of transport, 
Hugh Sumner, said: “London 2012 
is a public transport Games and 
we are committed to getting all 
spectators to their events by rail, 
on coaches and buses, and by 
walking and cycling.”
